The Hetch Hetchy water supply 
system, a San Francisco munici- 
pal project costing $100,000,000, 
was first conceived over half a 
century ago. At that time J. P; 


Dart, a civil engineer, examined 
the region and prepared a map, 
showing how water might be 
brought from Hetch Hetchy Val- 
ley to San Francisco. Agitation 
“for the project was continued in- 
termitantly until President Wood- 
row Wilson signed the Raker act 
of 1913. This act granted San 
Francisco the right of way and 
the use of public lands for build- 
ing and maintaining the system. 

Since that time the great water 
supply project has been under 
construction. The Hetch Hetchy 
is a valley in the high Sierras, 
carved out by glacial action and 
erosion and surrounded by gran- 
ite mountains. At the mouth of 
this valley is the O'Shaughnessy 


cerpts from Mr. Atwood’s article fol- 
low: 

“Frequently banks State that as 
high as 90 per cent of all such appli- 
cations are granted and for from 60 
to 75 per cent of the amount asked 
for.

In fact, I think our cus- 
tomers are making a remarkably 
fine showing in Paying off their 
loans, especially loans of long stand- 
ing.’ 

The Shrinkage of Credit 

“Or if we thirk of business con- 
cerns rather than of individuals, it 
is conservative to Say that those able 
to maintain high credit ratings have 
been mostly the ones able to main- 
tain ample cash resources and, there- 
fore, least in need of credit. Ags 
brices and costs fell, many concerns 
found themselves with plenty of 
cash because of the shrinkage in 
operations.

‘California Pulling Ont Of 
Unenployment Situation 


—— 


| California is pulling out of the bog of unemployment faster 
| than any other state in the Union, according to official figures 
| released to-day by Temothy A. Reardon, State Director of In- 
| dustrial Relations. 

_ ‘Our estimations show that unemployment has dropped from 
\a total of 554,000 persons in January, 1934, to 296,000 in Sep- 
| tember,”’ said Reardon. ‘‘In other words, 258,000 workers were 
returned to gainful employment in California during the past 
| eight months.’’ 

| It would seem tragic for California to take a backward 
‘step when it is so nicely on its way to complete recovery. To 
|accept and attempt to try Upton Sinelair and his ‘Epic’ pro- 
gram would destroy the gains already established and would 
treble California business and industry for years to come. 

‘HANDS OFF’ is the policy which has been put down by 
the White House. President Roosevelt made no answer to the 
questions put to him about the gubernatorial race in California. 
His answer was the ‘Roosevelt’ big smile. 

Mr. Hatfield, candidate for Lieutenant Governor, in a re- 
cent address stated that Sinclair’s ‘Epic’ proposals for state 
subsidized industries and merchandising establishments would 
mean utter destruction. He stated that in this phase of the pro- 
gram, it 1s also intended that products should be sold at cost— 
in competition with independent business ! 

“Yet Mr. Sinclair apparently expects our present business 
institutions, and each and every one of us, as taxpayers, to pay 
the cost of this Communistic experimentation, ”’ said Hatfield. 
“He says frankly that private business is through—that it will 
collapse in competition with his state subsidized, or Communis- 
tic enterprise. And yet, by some twist of imagination, he ex- 
pects us to pay the bill for our own extermination.”’ 

Shall we, as citizens of these United States, progress to 
greater heights, or be governed by the ideas of Communisti¢ 
Russia ? 

California and the Nation at large have both learned some 
valuable lessons as a result of the depression. 

And notably among these lessons is the fact that the dis- 
credited doctrine of ‘‘to the victors belong the spoils’? must be 
repudiated if we are to achieve either sanity or economy in 
governmental operations. 

The ‘‘Spoils System’’, or patronage system, in selecting 
public employees is an extravagance which we can no longer 
afford. There is an urgent demand for more efficiency and more 
economy in every branch of government to ease the burden on 
our taxpayers. And one of the surest means of achieving this 
end is to establish a system which will place the selection of 
our personnel in State Government on a strict basis of merit 
and efficiency, rather than political expediency. 

Proposition Number 7. the State Civil Service Amendment, 
is designed to accomplish this purpose. It abolishes the present 
‘‘exemptions’’ which offer a loophole for political appointment. 
and it also eliminates the “temporary appointment”’ evil. It 
will greatly strengthen civil service and afford necessary Pro- 
tection to our taxpayers. 

The Republican platform says: 

“We pledge our candidates to maintain and extend civil 
service and the merit system in California.” 

And the Democratic platform says:
